by the Board, till ſhe ſtruck ſo vehemently againſta NF } 
ock, that the horrid Noiſe would have even made, f 
had it been poſſible, a dead Man ſtart; to — ad - c 
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ding the fearful Cries of the Seamen, the whiſtling 


of the Winds, and the Roaring of the Seas, that 
it ſeemed yet more terrible: but the Ship, by the 
violent force, ſtriking faſt between two Rocks, we 
had time enough to leap out upon one of them, be- 
fore the Sea broke her, and fetched her off; 
and Day appearing, we found ourſelves but little di- 
ſtance from the Shoar, ſo that the Sea beirg at Ebb, 


and having left the Sands almoſt dry, we adventured 
over it, and once more getting firm footing, our 
Joys were ſomewhat encreaſed, though our condition 
Was bad enough, for we had nothing-to ſubſiſt with- 


all, and were to boot in a ſtrange Country, being 
cafl upon the Coaſt of Spain: however, conjetturing 


there was a Houſe not far diſtant, by the riſing of | 


Smoak, which we ſo ppoſed aſcended from a Chim- 
ney, we made thither- ward, ſtearing our Courſe over 


Hedge and Ditch, by the direQion of our Eyes, till 
at laſt we found our ſurmize to be true, and the 


Maſter of the Houſe ſtanding at the Door, to whom | 


1 fpoke in Latin, giving him a brief account of 


our ſad Misfortunes ; which not only made him pity 


us, but drew likewiſe Tears from his Eyes, promi- 


ſing to ſopply us with the beſt Entertainment he 
had, which conſiſted of the moſt part of Ola de Po- 


arida, being abundance of Herbs minced and boiled 
with a ſmall Quantity of Meat, ſerved in the ſame. 
kind, yet we at that time ſwallowed it very cordi- 


ally, and ſhewed ourſelves very thankful, eſpecially 
when he brought us a Flaſk of Wine, which mach 
refreſhed our weary and weather beaten Spirits: ſo 
that continuing here a Day and a Night, we deſired 
to take bur leave, that we might paſs to the next 
port, there, if poſſible, to find a Paſſage for England: 
but I who feared to be hanged if taken, upon my 
former Sentence, for returning before the expiration 
of my limited time, was not ſo forward as the reft, 
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which unwillingneſs he perceiving, and being much 


taken with my Converſation, he told me if I would 


be content to flay with him, be would provide 


me a Place in a Ship under him, being in a ſhort 


time to ſail to the Eaft-Indies, And now all the 


World being my Home but England, I cared not 


much whither I went, and being greatly deſirous to 


ſee a Country of which I had heard ſo much of by 
Report, I told him, fince he had made me ſo kind 
an offer, I ſhould be ungrateful ſhould I refule it, 
and therefore told him I was altogether at his Ser- 


convenient. 


I had not long ſtayed at this Houſe but word was 


breught him that the Ship was ready, having re- 
_ ceived on board her full Cargo; ſo that paſſing over 
Land to LZ:isbon, the Port where ſhe lay, we went 
on Board, and the next Day ſet Sail, weathering, in 
a ſhort time, a great Storm, which made me ſuſpect 
that the Sea was unwilling to bear a Perſon ſo noto- 
Tiouſly wicked as myſelf, though the Proverb runs 
contrary, viz. The Sea and the Gallows refuſe none. 


Being again at Sea, I notwithſtanding took heart, 


yet the Storm no ſooner ceaſed but we diſcovered 
three Veſſels, which, upon nearer view, proved to 


be Turks Men of War, who no ſooner ſpied their 


Prey but they chaſed us, and ſoon brought us up, 


wee being deep loaden, and they light and nimble : 
however, we fought them for the ſpace of three 


Hours, with great Courage ; but finding our Ship 


_ miſerably rent with their Shot, and a great many 


Men killed aud diſabled on Board, we thought it 
time to ſurrender, and indeed had we delayed it, 


they would have Boarded us, for there remained not 
ten able Men to man the Guns or defend the Ship. 


Being in the power of the TInfidels, they clapped 
us under the Hatches, and ſuffered us to ſee no light 


vice, to be ruled by him as he ſhpuld think moſt 


% a 12 


gill we lapded at Algiers ; and there having lain in 


a dark and noiſome Place, with Irons on our Legs 
and Hands, till the Day of Sale for Slaves,. we were 
with a conſiderable Guard to keep us from ſtarting, 
led into the Market-Place ; where, after one had 
felt my Limbs that they were well jointed, as alſo 
ſeen my Mouth, to ſee if I had good Grinders, I 
was bought by a Zea, who carried me home and 
ſer me to Grinding in a Hand-Mill, feeding me with 
hard Biſket, and now and then ſome Rice pottage, 
Water being for the moſt part my Drink; yet if I 
performed not my Taſk, my cruel Taſk-Maſter 
would not fail to remember my back-ſide, with a 
twiſted Whalebone till the Blood had trickled from 
my Shoulders. And now having no hopes of Re- 
leaſe from this worſe than Egyptian Bondage, my 


Bed being only Straw or a hard Mat, I began to 


repent that I had accepted of my Reprieve, and 
wiſhed for myſelf that I had died by the Hand of the 
Executioner, where my pain would have been but 
ſhort, rather than to have come to an intolerable 
ſlavery, of which I could expe& no end but Death, 
which made me plot many things for my Eſcape ; 
but finding it impoſſible, ſeeing I had continually fo 


many Eyes upon me, and further underſtanding that 


the Coaſt was continually watched, and myſelf every 
Night locked up cloſe Priſoner 9 Knowing, 
my Patron to be very covetous, and if he could 
have made as much of me dead as living, he had 


not cared how ſoon I weuld have hanged myſelf or 
cut my Throat, or perhaps he would have done it 


for me ; I pretended, as indeed how could I do 
otherwiſe, much diſcontent, looking often very wild- 


ly, proteſting I had rather die a thouſand Deaths, 
than ſerve ſo cruel a Maſter ; and one Day proffering 


to cut my Throat when I Knew 1 was watched, my 


Patron had ſoon notice of it, and withal * 
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t me ſpeedily, or I would certainly make away 


with myſelf; who thereupon taking the Advice, 
ſold me to a Greet, aud he being inwardly a Chri- 


_ Mian, though in that barbatous Place he durſt not pub- 
liekly profeſs his Religion, I quickly found my Con- 


dittion altered, for I was now treated with much 


/ 
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mildneſs, which made my Work eaſy to me; with 


him I lived till ſuch time as I made my eſcape in 


Dilguiſe to ſome Portugueſe Ships that lay in the 
Road, and came to redeem Slaves. And ſo coming 
to Portugal and there being deſtitute of Money and 


Friends I entered myſelf on board an Ex/?-1ndia Man, 


and proſecuted my former intended Voyage, ſuffering 
many Miferies by the way; but at laſt cc ming be. 


fore Diu we found many Ships firing upon the Caſtle 
in a hoſtile manner, and therefore not knowing the 
cauſe we made to Sea again, and failed to Goa, a 


large City inhabited by the Portugueſe, annd being 


upon a Trading Voyage we left that Place, and 


touched at many others, where I made a curious in- 
quiry into the Manners, Cuſtoms and Religicn of 


the Natives, and found them for the (moſt part 


ſtrange, and in ſome Places linhuman, and mon- 
ſtrous: and at laſt coming into Smalley Road, I found 
there ſome Exglih Ships, and being, by this time, 


very deſirous to ſee my Native Country, I prevailed 
with my Portugal Captain, in lieu of the Pay that 
J had due to me when I ſhould retnrn into Portugal, 


to diſmiſs me; and thereupon, with much Joy, I en- 
tered myſelf on board an Eng liſs- man, being in a 


manner extaſied, thus unexpectedly to enjoy again 


the Company of my Country-men, and they hes ring 
me relate my many misfortunes and miſeries ſince 


J firſt put to Sea, could do no leſs than condole me; 


and now I ſtudied nothing more than to be an abſo- 
Jute Seaman, uſing myſelf, to be the better familiar 
' with them, to all the hardſhips (which indeed are

very many and great) to which Sea- men are accus 
ſtomed or wont to undergo: and after ſome time, 
going aſhore at Bantam, then an Fng/i/h Factory, I 
was very curious to pry into the way of Trade, and 
finding the Natives free to truſt the Merchants till a 
certain Day the Ships Cargo was taken in, knowing 
to what Ship they belonged, I altered my Habit, and 
pretending myſelf to be a Merchant, took a conſide- 
rable quantity of valuable Goods that would lie in a 
mall ttowage of a Bannian, and in the duſk of the 
Evening conveyed them on Board, ſtowing them in 


the fide of the Ship, where I had looſned a lining 


Plank for that purpoſe. The Day being come where 
in I was to make Payment or yu ſatisfaction in 
Commodity, my Chapman came on Board, and en- 
quired for ſuch a Merchant (for'I had given him a 
falſe Name) that bought of him, and brought on 
Board ſuch Goods; but the Captain told him there 
was no ſuch belonged to that Ship: whereupon the 
Indian imagining it was a Trick put upon him, de- 


| fired to ſee our Men, adding that he was confident 
he knew him again if he ſaw him: the Captain to 


gratify him, as not daring to do otherwiſe, cauſed 
us to come upon the Deck, where this cunning In- 
fide] took a narrow ſurvey of us, one by one, and 
coming to me made a ſtop, at which my Heart was 
at my Mouth, thinking now I ſhould be puniſhed 
for breaking my Promiſe of Amendment, and living
